Paris, Oct. 29—At the opening of the 


court of cassation M. Mornard re- 
sumed his argument In tehalf of the 
Dreyfus family. He insisted that the 
Bordereau was not the handwriting: of 
Dreyfus or an imitation by him of the 
handwriting of Esterhazy, tho latter 
most improbable. If it was not an 
imitation then the author must be Ks- 
terhazy himself. The

army was not involved in the doings of 
the court martial, as it could err with- 
out the honor suffering-. The court then 
retired to deliberate. 


Paris, Oct. 29—It is generally that the 


court of cassation \vill accept the con-

COL. WAHI\;- 


A Victim ef Yellow Fever Contracted 
at Havana While onaiUI»»ion 
for the President. 


New York, Oct. 29—Col. George E, 


Warring1, Jr., died at seven fortyq-flve 
o'clock this morning of yellow fever, at 
his home where he had been since he 
arrived from Havana last Tuesday. 
His 
doctor 
-was 
summoned at one 


o'clock this morning, and found that 
the patient had been attacked with 
black vomit. The symptoms continued 
•without cessation until his death. The 
body was immediately placed in 
sealed casket, and v. ill be cremated 
this afternoon. Extraordinary precau- 
tions have been taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease. Col. "Waring 
was sent to Havana by President Mc- 
Kinley to ascertain the exact sanitary 
condition of that- city, and to form 
ideas of the best methods for placing 
it in first class shape. He returned 
with a great deal of information, but 
had not yet made his report. 
The 


fever developed very rapidly, ' as it 
showed no signs on Tuesday, with the 
exception that he was not feeling very 
well.

Cave Spiing: creek, which drained the 
camp. The charge had been marie that 
the water from the tuljutary stream had 
^ r;i,.n:;r.-:te,: tho pipe wa t*>r, beingcar- 
lied bdck. into it by means of eddies and 
hi one c use by a freshet. General Boyn- 
t»n and .Engineer Hens, both of whom 
hdd been com fined m locating the pipe 
'me. adniittic. that Cave Spring creek 
had once overflowed and broken a dam. 
thus tlnoumg it.s \\ater into the main 
stream above the intake; but they ex- 
plained that this freshet occurred at 
night when the pumps \vere shutdown 
and no water was being taken in. They 
called attention to the rapidity of the 
flow and to the depth of the stream and' 
urged the impossibility of infection from 
this source. General Wilson gave es- 
peefal attention to the question as an 
engineering problem, ^mi ft was evident 
from the expressions he dropped that he 
\vas impressed with the strpng improba- 
bility, 1f not the impossibility, of infec- 
tion from this source. It wa* also equally 
evident that a majority of the commis- 
sion formed the same opinion. 


There were many expression? of com- 


mendation of the methods followed at 
Sternberg hospital. They found only 38 
patients in the hospital, and most of 
these were convalescent. Major Giffen, 
in command of tbe hospital, said it would 
Boon be abandoned. 


The commission also gave attention 


to the proximity of the various camps to 
one another and the depth and locatio'n 
of the sinks. The conclusion seemed 
quite general that many of the regiments 
were thrown more closely together than 
they should have been, and that this 
fault oould have been avcided by mov- 
ing. Many of the Slinks were also found 
to have been nearer to the tents than 
proper ideas of sanitation encouraged, 
and In some nases the character of the 
surface was such as to warrant the con- 
viction that the sinks were shallower 
than they shouldi have been, but this'was 
true only of parts of the camp.

by Prank A. Bailey. nho had spent six 
weeks in the hospital nursing his brother. 
When he returned homo h<* v/rote an 
article saying, among other things, that 
he had heard phj>£,icians in the hospital 
tell attendants to give their attention to 
patients \\ho had a chance to recover 
and not nurso those who were sure to 
die, in the presence of tho?o designated 
for thti latter class, ailTi tiiat he had 
heard other phjsiclans instruct their 
helpers to give ice cold- baths with the 
view of "finishing" their patients. Dr. 
Giffen pronounced as false all the state- 
ments made. 


Dr. Cralqr. bacteriologist of the Stern- 


berg hospital, was questioned especially 
with reference to the water supply of 
the camp, and expressed the opinion 
that the water taken from Chickamniiga 
river through the pipe system was pui cr 
than that in tho wells and springs. He 
hnd found sower baccllii in one or two 
of the wells, though no typhoid germs. 
He had also found impurities' in water 
taken from some- of the springs. He had 
"jnndc two analjsenof the water from the 
river, one before the July freshet and 
the other after it, and had found it to be 
entiroiy wholesome from a bacteriologi- 
cal standpoint. It was muddy, and ho 
thoti-ln It nlioulj be r.lU'.uu. Jrie Had 
f»l«o made tests which convinced him 
that there was no danger of eddies carry- 
Ing the water of the Cavts Spring rrcok 
Into the pipes. Dr. Craig expressed tlia 
derided opinion that common house files 
ore capable of proving a decided sourco 
of disease Infection, nnd he detailed 
bacteriological tents, showing that they 
carried typhoid germs upon thrir fe^t.

In recording the death June 19, 1S98, 


of Mr. S. W. Rrayton, who was presi- 
dent of the Fort Massachusetts His- 
torical society for the tiro and a half 
years since its organization the IStn of 
January, 1896, the members of this so- 
ciety wish to express their sense of the 
loss which the society has sustained. 


Mr. Brayton was peculiarly fitted to 


give helpful counsel because of his wide 
knowledge of matters pertaining- to 
this organization. He was a well-in- 
formed historian of our country, and 
above all others he was an authority 
In our local history and the develop- 
ment of our city from its earliest be- 
ginnings, in fact his whole life was 
Interwoven with our civic life in which 
he was ever a distinguished part, and 
his ancestors were among the brave 
defenders of our liberties in the early 
days. 


Notwithstanding his feeble health 


Mr. Brayton was ever ready and happy 
to serve this society by giving such 
time and consideration as its interests 
required. He had a true sense of the 
value to any community, of a Just 
pride in an honorable past history and 
believed m preserving historical data 
and making them a means of education 
and culture. 


Mr. Brayton looked forw ard with 


hope to the new life and growth which 
should come to this society when the 
small collection of historical papers 
and relics should be properly arranged 
and displayed in the beautiful rooms 
set apart for it in the memorial library.

of Kicking Politicians. 


Withdrawal of Nomination Papers Hau

ation* Suggested as Remedy—Boom In

"When in two or three of my recent let- 


ters I discussed briefly the political sit- 
uation in this locality I thought I haiJ 
done justice to that subject ana that 
further reference would be unnecessaiy, 
but a faithful record of the week niakts 
further mention imperative. The past 
week may be said to have been all poli- 
tics up to Monday night, when the with- 
drawal of nomination papers cleared the 
atmosphere. The proverbial cow that 
took delight in kicking over the well- 
filled pail of milk wasn't in it with the 
Demqp-ats v,ho seemed desirous of de- 
stroying' any chances of success they 
mlffht have. • Candidates Hall 'and Na- 
phen were busy calling: each other liars, 
and Galhvan and McNary exchanged 
compliments and washed dirty Hiven in 
the public press. At the same time At- 
\vood in the Republican camp was sharp- 
ening- his knife to destroy candidate Bar- 
rows, and independent candidate Ward- 
ner with his newspaper was watching 
lor a chance to hit a head anywhere he 
•aw one that appeared prominent.

But Mondoy afternoon brought a 


change. Atwood and Wardner retired 
from the field in the Tenth congressional 
district and left an open field to Naphen 
and Barrows, and only Gallivan is left in 
the field to divide the vote in the Ninth 
district with Fitzgrerald and Krebs. This 
means that Fitzgerald will go back to 
congress, and in all probability that Bar- 
rous will succeed himself. The retire- 
ment of Atwood will be little mourned, 
"Wardner had little or no strength, while 
people generally feel that Bordman Hall 
deserved better usage.

The unusual trouble In making nomi- 


nations In both party conventions, where 
delegates have participated In all-night 
cessions and reached results only to cre- 
ate widespread dissension, because of 
the deals necessary to reach any con- 
clusion at all, has led to a considerable 
discussion of our present system and 
the means to remedy Its defects. The 
most radical change suggested and per- 
haps the only one that rould reach the 
feat of trouble 13 suggested by a politi- 
cian of great experience, who insists 
that the remedy lies in abolishing the 
nominating convention, except for presi- 
dent, vice president and state officers, 
end letting the voters themselves di-' 
rectly nominate their candidates for 
Mayor, congress, state and city repre- 
sentatives. Elaborating his plan, he pro- 
poses that the nominating caucuses of 
fcoth parties shall be held at the eame 
time and the same place, and conducted 
by the eamft officers under the- laws now 
provided for elections. He would have 
each voter declare whether he desires 
to name a Republican or Democratic 
candidate, and mark his ballot as under 
the Australian system; thB person hav- 
ing the highest number of Republican 
Votes beinr declared the candidate of 
the Republican party, and BO vith tbo 
ppreon having: the hl^htj.st number of 
Democratic votes. That plan ia pleas- 
Ing on paper, but if majority nomina- 
tions are to be made Boston would hav* 
to begin holding caucuses in July to 
ensure a choice before the official ballot 
Is made up.

De way's gunners havo not left* chelr 


cunning. They are the same old dead 
shots who sent the Spanish fleet to tho 
bottom drawer of Mr. David Jones' locker, 
and they are ready for more real gunnery. 
That they may not forget thelrcnnning or 
lose the knack they are constantly kept in 
practice. The Olyrapia has a rehearsal of 
the real thing flTe days each week, and, 
the rest of the fleet, down to the auxiliary 
cruiser MoCulloch, follows the lead to a 
liberal extent. 


There is no needless waits of ammuni- 


tion, for it Is too precious for all that, but 
•ubcalibers are used. Small shells insert- 
ed in large tubes or cases are Inserted in 
tho heavier guna, and save for the size of 
the projectile tho results obtained are the 
same. The gunners lire at a floating tar- 
got, which Is towed past the ships by a 
launch, and the accuracy of their firing li 
wonderful. Each of the moving targets Is 
mirmonnted by a red flag, usually about 
two feet square. One of that kind was 
used by the Olvmpia tho other day, and at 
ranges varying from 300 to 700 yards the 
flag was punctured 50 times.

narrow stuff from which it fluttered waa 
splintered, and the float Itself was badly 
disfigurSa by the keen eyed, cool headed 
Americans behind the guna.— San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.

Diamonds can now be engraved In a 


very artistic manner. 


The development of the diamond catting 
•it brings into existence a new claas of 
jewelry, for which a considerable demand 
Is expected. It was long believed that the 
diamond could not be engraved with safely 
or satisfactory results. Cut a few stones 
roughly engraved wore found in India, 
and a diamond was exhibited ut the Paris 
exhibition of 1878 on which a portrait of 
the king of Holland was scratched. 


But the work was very Imperfect, and 


the stones were rather demolished than 
engraved. 


Some of the finest examples of engraving 


on diamonds are the work of a Paris jew- 
eler. 
One is a scarf pin representing 


rataghiin, of Vhich the blade is~a 
diamond, and the 1m ml la is a ruby. 
An- 


other is a hirge circular stona, on which a 
pansy with its foliage is engraved. 


An elaborate piece of work is a bicycle, 


of which the wheels are two circular dia- 
monds. The spokes are represented by 
lincs^engravad on the diamonds. A small 
liole is jiierced at each angle. 


Another diamond is carved like a fish.

Jt is said that a majority of the 


officers in the regiment would favor his 
appointment, and this would prov» 
most satisfactory to all the men In the 
regiment, among whom Major Whipple 
is very popular. He haa been a major 
in the regiment for a number of years, 
and is recognized as a& excellent sol- 
dier and a man of great executive 
ability, while in the recent war he be- 
came known ,as one of the bravest 
fighters on the field of action. 


It is understood that in Worcester 


there is 'a sentiment in favor of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Shumway as Colonel 
Clark's successor, in event of a va- 
cancy. Colonel Shumway was one of 
the able officers of the regiment during 
the Cuban campaign, but it is prob- 
able that selection of him would not 
meet with the unanimous indorsement 
among the men in the western part of 
the state. 


Some of the Springfield men have 


mentioned the name of Captain Me 
Donald of Company B, but it is not 
believed that the captain would ac- 
cept this promotion, as it haa been • 
rumored very positively that he in- j 
tended to retire. It Is thought that 
Major Whipple woma meet with the 
most hearty support of any of the 
regimental officers, and his appoint- 
ment would certainly be most accept- 
able to the western Massachusetts 
companies. 


A testimonial has been sent to Col. 


Clark, signed by all the captains in the 
regiment, endorsing his efficiency dur- 
ing the campaign, and it is probable 
that he will be strongly urged to re- 
tain his command.
